An American Officer 
N Meets Chinese Communists 


An American military attache of the Ma- 
rine Corps, stationed in China with our Em- 
bassy, took more than one trip into the ter- 
ritory of the Eighth Army. Participating 
in the day-to-day life of the Army and ac- 
companying its units on their raids, he ac- 
quired a first-hand knowledge of their tac- 


tics. In fact, he waxed so enthusiastic over 
the accomplishments of Chu-Teh’s men in 


his reports and in his lectures, that he found 
it more comfortable to resign from the Ma- 


rine Corps than to face the sour looks of 


some of his superiors. . 

On Aug. 17, the U.S. Marine Corps pulled 
one of those Eighth Route Army raids 
against the Japanese on Makin Island in the 
Gilberts. They destroyed the Japanese gar- 
rison, equipment and supplies (including 
some U.S.-made trucks and aviation gaso- 
line, relics of our Tokio appeasement days). 
And then successfully withdrew. 

The planner of that raid and its leader 
was Lt. Col. Evans F. Carlson —the same 
who accompanied the Eighth Route Army, 
understood it, showered praise upon its 
work and its devotion to China's national

REDS of thousands of 

Italian soldiers have been cap- 
tured by the British forces during 
the course of the various African 
campaigns. They are interned in 
prison camps somewhere in the 
Middle East. 

I have often wondered, as no 
doubt have others, what advantage 
was being taken by the British 
authorities of the forced presence 
under their hospitality of so many 
Ttalian citizens. 

This question is of particular 
interest. Italy is among the weak- 
est links in the Axis chain. From 
a bullying, sonorous and bombastic 
ally of Hitler, Mussolini has become 
his tame puppet. 

Even his “own” fascist party is 
now headed by a German espionage 

t and the Gestapo supervises 
purging of the party. 

Mussolini’s empire was the first 
to suffer in the war. Italy itself 
bas become virtually another occu- 
pied country. 

The people have been bled white 
to feed the Nazi military machine. 
Their workers have been trans- 
ported to Germany. Tens of thou- 
sands of Italian soldiers have been 
killed in a war for which they have 
no heart. 

In return, Mussolini receives the 
courtesy of formal recognition for 
his fantastic claims to the Mediter- 
ranean, slices of Fance and North 
Africa. In reality, he no longer has 
the power to collect on Hitler's 
promissary notes. 


ALIAN soldiers fight only 

lamely, if at all. This has been. 
their consistent record at Guadala- 
jara, in Ethiopia, in Albania and 
Greece, on the Soviet Front and in 
Libya. 


The reason for this newly ac-

Many prisoners who had revealed 
their pro-democratic sympathies 
were victimized. | 

On one occasion an anti-fascist 
newspaper asked for letters from 
the Italian prison camps and re- 
ceived only pro-fascist communica- 
tions. Investigation revealed that 
the fascist supervisors had imposed 
a censorship of their own. 

» While the British prohibit United 
Nations propaganda work within 
the camps, the prisoners are per- 
mitted to tune their radios to Ber- 
lin and Rome. Fascist holidays are 


‘celebrated under the supervision of 


vhe Ovra and Carbinarri, just as 
in Rome.

1 THIS picture of the prison 
camps is to be taken as an indi- 
cation of what an Allied victory 
would bring to Italy it seems that 
“liberation” would retain all the ear- 
marks of present-day fascism un- 
der Mussolini. Judging from the 
current negotiations between Mu- 
nichites n London and Washington 
and various monarchical Italian 
elements in exile, it does indeed ap- 
pear that certain elements unfor- 
tunately still in a position to affect 
policy fear a people's Italy even 
more than a Hitler-Mussolini Italy. 
The situation in the prison camps 


results from the same Munich-like 


policy which gives rise to the ap- 
peasement of Franco in Spain, 
of Petain-Laval in France, of Man- 


nerheim-Ryti in Finland. 


It is that same virus of Munich- 
ism which plaees fear of the peo- 
ple above fear of defeat by Hitler 
and which influences the delay in 
opening the Second Front.

UITE another approach to the 
Italian prisoners of war pre- 
vails in the Soviet Union. In June, 
61 delegates representing Italian 
war prisoners met in their first con- 
ference on Soviet soil. 

They issued an appeal to the 
soldiers of the Italian Expeditionary 
Corps in Russia, to all soldiers of 
and to all 
i‘alians. Space prevents me from 
quoting at length from this stir- 
ring call to action, in the tradition 
of Garibaldi. But the spirit of the 
Itallan war prisoners is sufficiently 
revealed in the following simple 
peragraph: 

“Comrades-in-arms! Compatriots! 
We must not permit Mussolini to 
completely ruin Italy and the 
Italian army. Italy's salvation lies 
in the overthrow of the rule of 
Mussolini and the establishment of 
a national government which will 
restore democratic liberties in Italy, 
free the country from the yoke of 
Herman imperialism, put an end to 
the war and ensure Italy a fitting 
place in the family of free peoples.” 


That ‘Strike Wave’ Again
